From accoun's which appear in the papers 
there seem to be good prospects of a luge 
immigration to the Northwest during the 
summer, The C. P. R. agents especially give 
favorable reporis, Last summer the papers 
reported from day to day the large number 
of arrivals of settlers in Manitoba, and people 
generally were tiiled with hope that immi- 
ration matters had at last taken a new as- 
pect, Possibly these reports were correct. 
It is to be hoped thes were. But the BuL- 
LErIN beys to. draw attention to o feature ot 
the case that by cominon consent has not 
been dwelt upon generally, althougn the 
facts must have been well known. All last 
season at least from early spring until late 
in the fall the C. P. RK. carried in its Colonist 
ears from 100 to 150 emigrants through the 
Northwest Territories each day ticketed tw 
Vancouver or pointsin the United States. 
It has been represented that the greater 
number of these emigrants were from points 
in Eastern Canadas aud Manitota, Lt is tu be 
hoped that they were citizens of the United 
Stateu taking advantage of the C. P. KR. low 
through rates to go from one point to anoth- 
er in their own country.

This is ‘the class of settlers that it is in 
every way most derirable that the North- 
west should secure, and it is the class to 
which least attention has been paid. In 
acgurdance with the plausible but foolish 
idea, that it was not good policy to in- 
crease thie population of one part of the 
country at the expense of ancther the 
immigration service allowed this overflow 
to be attracted in a great measure to the 

tates where all interests connected 
with the settlement of the land were more 
than alive to the advantave of securing as 
greata share of it as} oasible. Iynoring this 
natural movement of population has not 
stopped it, but it has allowed it to increase 
the population and wealth of a rival country 
while our own broad leagues of prairie lie 
vacant.

DEAD. 


Jas. Haney, miner and prospector, was_ 


found dead in bed on the morning of Febru- 
ary 7th ip bis cabin on the mining claim to 
which he has given his name. [t appears 
that afew Weeks ago he decided to re con- 
mence Operations, Which had had been sus- 
pended for some months, He left Edmonton 
forthe mine which is situated about 60 
niles up the river, on Tuesday January 20:h 
accompanied by P, Ouillette,who took up his 
baygaye. They spent the night of the 30th 
at Moore & Macdowall’s lumber camp, which 


is afew miles this side of the mining claim, | 


when Mr. Haney seemed to be im excellent 


spirits and very couddent of striking it rich | 


shortly, On Thursglay the 81st, they reached 
the claim, and after unloading the baggage, 


Ouillette turned back, lexving Haney alone, | 


and reached Moore & Macdowall’s campl for 
the night. On Monday the 4th of February 
Murdoch McLeod went trom: McLeod's lum- 
ber casip, Whien is situated further up the 
river, to Haney'’s cabin to find out if) Mr. 
Haney had brought up avy mail for the 
camp as he had promised ic, Edmonton, but 
finding thedoor locked and uo sign of life 
about Mr. McLeod, after waiting soine time 
concluded that Mr. Haney coukt not have 
arrived, and returned to the lumber camp. 
On Tuesday the 5th, Thos. Henderson, of 
Edmonton, who has been in partnership wiih 
Mr. Haney for several years in the mining 
enterprise ana who bad been unable to 
accompany hin left to join him at the mine, 
On reaching the cabin on the mormug of the 
7th he found the door locked and no sign of 
life about, He broke open the door and saw 
the body of Mr. Haney in bed, Death had 
evidently taken piace on the first night after 
his arrival at theecabin, The provisions and 
haggave which he had brought up were un. 
disturbed, He had only brought in a sack 
ot coal, and having undressed, went to bed. 
He had evidently died during sleep. Mr. 
Henderson fastened the door again and re- 
turned to town, reaching here on Sundiy 
the 10th. Dr, Tofield coroner and Messrs, 
T. Henderson and T. Stewart left on Tuesday 
to bring the body down, 

Deceased was born in Ireland about 1844 
and came to Canada with his parents in 1847. 
At that time there was a considerable emi- 
gration from Ireland and atthe same time 
cholera was raziig in Canada, A_ great 
many of the emigrants died among them both 
Haney’s parents. He was adopted by a 
French Canadian family named Leclere, of 
Lothiniere, and raised by them, He was 
educated at the colicee of Quebee, anione his 
fellow students being Judge Rouleau ot 
Calgary and Dr. Potvin of Edmonton, He 
adopted the profession of notary public aud 
practised a couple of years in Quebee pro- 
vinee, when he left’ tor the States, wheve he 
spenta number of years in the mining ree- 
ions, particularly in the Black Hils, He 
came to Edmentor from Winnipeg tw the 
summer of 188] in company with AD, 
Osborne, postmaster at Edmonton and J. 
Oliver, of Battleford, having an interest in 
the gold mining machine which they brought 
up. On arrival bere be left the party and 
in company with L. Keliy of the Alberta 
hotel prospected forgold the various creeks 
coming into the Saskatchewan as far up as 
Goose encampment, near bie late claim.
